In response to the Office Action of June 28> 2004, entry of this response is respectfully 
requested. 


Claims 1-13 are pending in tins application. Claims 1-13 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ ] 02(e) as being anticipated by Hwang. Reconsideration and further examination is respectfully 
requested. 

The claimed invention distinguishes Hwang because the phase compensated reflector 
reflects pump light at a proper phase relative to the lasing light. As described in the specification 
at page 6, the wavelength of the pump light \ and the wavelength of lasing light ^ may differ. As 
described on page 8 of the specification, the reflector helps provide high reflectance at both the 
pump wavelength and the lasing wavelength. In contrast, Hwang teaches that the phase-matching
